TOLD III BRIEF THE COUNTY BOARD 


The city board of trustees met in I 
regular session last Monday night in 
the city hall. 

A communication was received from 
Mrs. E. Michenfelder stating that she 
desired to withdraw her protest 
against the sidewalk work in front of 
her property at the southwest corner 
of Grand and Maple avenues, as the 
contractor had promised that he 
would fix the sidewalk satisfactory 
to her. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Cunningham, 
the communication was accepted and 
ordered filed and the request granted. 

A communication was received from 
the South San Francisco Land and 
Improvement Co. acknowledging re¬ 
ceipt of a request of the board in 
reference to the company donating 
some land for city park purposes, and 
stating the matter had been referred 
to the directors of the company. 

Communication accepted and order¬ 
ed filed. 

A communication was received 
from the Board of Underwriters of 
the Pacific Coast, stating what would 
have to be do.ie in this oily in order 
to have the advantage of a lower in¬ 
surance rate. 

The communication was accepted 
and ordered filed. 

Superintendent of Streets Geo. A. 
Kneese reported the curb and side¬ 
walk work on Aspen avenue, between 
Cypress and Olive, had been complet¬ 
ed. Some defective portions of the 
work had been relaid and lliaL it had 
been accepted by him. 

Chas.J. Lindgren put in a bid to 
lay curb* and sidewalks on both sides 
of Miller avenue, between Division 
street and San Bruno road, for the 
following prices: Curbs, 40 cents per 
linear roo.; artificial stone sidewalks, 
2:; cents per square foot. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, the bid 
was rejected as being too high. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 

Clers Smith was instructed to read- 

* 

vertise for bids. 

Trustee McGovern introduced an 
ordinance providing for an official 
primal bench mark for the city of 
South San Francisco. 

The ordinance will come up for 
adoption by the board at its next 
meeting. 

Trustee McGovern also introduced 
an ordinance establishing the official 
elevations of Grand avenue, between 
Division street and Maple avenue. 

Laid over for adoption at next meet¬ 
ing of the board. 

Trustee Healy intioduced a resolu¬ 
tion ordering sidewalk work on the 
west side of Division street, between 
Grand and Lux. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 


onded by Trustee Cunningham, it was 
adopted. 

The board then adjourned anci re¬ 
assembled as a board of equalization. 

Clerk Smith, as assessor, announc¬ 
ed that the taxable valuations of 
property in this city, after deducting 
$56,600 on operative property of cor¬ 
porations which goes direct to the 
state, amounted to $1,614, 915. 

The board informally decided that 
there would be no raise over the taxa¬ 
ble valuations of last year. 

Clerk Smith announced that the 
assessment roll is in his possession 
and can be viewed by taxpayers. 

The board then adjourned to meet' 
on Tuesday night, September5th next.

OF SU PERVSORS 

Minimum Fine of $250 tor Violators of Li¬ 
quor Ordinance Proposed—Shortage 
of Water at County Farm. 


The county board of Supervisors 
met in regular session in the court- 
house at Redwood City last Monday. 

Mrs. A. Davis of San Bruno peti¬ 
tioned for aid in the support of herself 
and four children whose ages are 10, 8, 
7 and 5 years. She represented that 
her husband died at sea February 7, 
1910. 

The application was ordered return¬ 
ed to Mrs. Davis with instructions 
that she present two applications, one 
for herself and one for her children. 

Supervisor Brown and Superinten¬ 
dent Foul of the county farm reported 
there was a shortage of water at the 
farm, and something would have to be ; 
done immediately to avoid a possible ; 
water famine. 

Superintendent Ford was authoriz¬ 
ed to employ two men to clean out the 
springs from which the farm is 
supplied with water, thereby over¬ 
coming the shortage. 

District Attorney Swart presented 
an amendment to the liquor ordinance 
by which the minimum penalty for 
violations is placed at $250. 

Supervisor Brown stated that he 
was prepared to make other amend¬ 
ments to the ordinance at the proper 
time and at his request action was 
postponed until a later meeting. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Black¬ 
burn, seconded by Supervisor Francis, 
the district attorney was requested to 
prepare an ordinance prohibiting the 
painting or posting of signs on pub¬ 
lic property in the county. 

The district attorney also stated 
that the last grand jury had reported 
a shortage of between $300 and $400 in 
j the sherifUs office during the regime 
of R. S. Chatham. 

Mr. Swart stated that the discrep¬ 
ancy was no doubt due to Mr. 
Chatham’s misunderstanding of the 
law regarding fees. He had been un¬ 
able, however, to secure a statement 
from Mr. Chatham. 

It was on motion of Supervisor 
Blackburn seconded by Supervisor 
McEvoy, ordered that Mr. Chatham 
be asked to appear before the next 
meeting and explain the shortage. 

A bid was received from the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. offering to install 
a system of fifty-two 100-watt Tungsten 
lamps and keep the same lighted ex¬ 
cept on moonlight nights, in the 
Menlo Park lighting district, for $2.50 
per lamp per month for a period of 
three years. 

The bid was approved by the board, 
upon motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor McEvoy, and 
Attorney Jas. T. O’Keefe authorized 


to prepare a contract and submit it to 
the district attorney. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Black¬ 
burn, seconded by Supervisor Brown, 
a discarded vault door and several 
discarded doors and frames, saved 
from the former courthouse, were 
sold to the city of Redwood for its new 
city hall for $201). 

lax Collector Ambrose McSweeney 
reported that he had an estimate of 
$436 for making changes, authorized 
by the board, in the arrangement of 
his office, which amount be consider¬ 
ed exorbitant. 

The clerk was directed, on motion of 
Supervisor Brown, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Blackburn, to notify all county 
officers to first procure requisitions be¬ 
fore ordering supplies, and to ap¬ 
prove all claims before filing.

COMMITTEE TO END 
BRITISH DISPUTE 

Final Steps Taken To Settle the 
Railway Gontlict 

The commission appointed to in¬ 
quire into the troubles betwen the rail¬ 
ways of Great Britain and their em¬ 
ployees, which led to the recent strike, 
was announced by the Government in 
the House of Commons. 

James Ramsay MacDonald, chairman 
of the Labor party, who took a promi¬ 
nent part in the negotiations for a set¬ 
tlement, toid the House that if the 
spirit shown on both sides during the 
course of the negotiations prevailed in 
future relations, the country had heard 
the last of railway strikes in this day 
and generation. 

Churchill’s retort to MacDonald was 
that if the Llanelly rioters had been 
left to themselves they would have 
wrought more damage and misery in 
two or three hours than the whole 50,- 
000 troops employed in strike duty. 
The Home Secretary maintained that 
the wholesale employment of soldiers 
was necessary. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


La Joconde, or, as it is better known, 
Monna Lisa, the masterpiece of Leon 
ardo da Vinci, has disappeared from 
the Solon Carre of the Louvre, where 
it occupied the place of honor. The 
great museum has been searched fron 
cellar to attic in vain. 

An election was held in the State of 
Chihuahua for the State ticket, and, 
while little information is available, it 
is evident that Abraham Gonzales, the 
present Provisional Governor, is elect¬ 
ed with all his ticket. 

Blue Whistle, the McGintv cannon, 
has been brought across the river from 
Mexico by Brigadier-General Pascual 
Orozco and liis staff and formally re¬ 
turned to the Pioneers’ Association of, 
El Paso, Texas. Officially received by 
Mayor Kelly and the Pioneers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, the old brass cannon of Civil 
War fame was escorted to the City 
Hall and wheeled into position on the 
spot where it stood on the night of 
March 16th, when it was kidnaped and 
carried across the river for the revo¬ 
lutionary army of Mexico.

FRUITS.—The Fresh Fruit markets 
are rather quiet and trading is inclined 
to be slow. Cantaloupes and Nutmeg 
Melons are in very heavy supply and 
meet with almost no demand at the 
asking prices, so that dealers have to 
shade their quotations in order to keep 
the stock moving. Peaches are in 
small request and the prices on small 
boxes are reduced to 10 cents per box. 
Receipts of Grapes are quite heavy, 
and, as trading is slow, the quotations 
on all varieties cf Grapes are reduced. 
Berries are steady and no changes in 
values.

NEiu.J STRIKE ON 
HARRIMAN LINES 


Army of 25,000 Railroad Shop 
Men M:y Quit 


One of the greatest railroad strikes 
in the history of the country, involv¬ 
ing all of the Harriman lines, is im¬ 
minent as a result of the refusal of the 
management of these lines to treat 
tvith the federation of ' mechanical 
trades. 

The shop workers on these roads 
throughout the West are demanding 
that a general strike order be issued 
at once, and it is feared that they will 
take the matter into their own hands 
and quit their posts without receiving 
the sanction of the union officials. 

A strike of these mechanical trades, 
aeording to estimates of union lead¬ 
ers, would directly involve 25,000 men 
and throw many thousands of others 
into idleness. 

If the shop workers quit not a 
wheel will move on the entire Narri- 
xnan system,” said one union officer, in 
close touch with the situation. 

The result of a secret ballot taken 
at I os Angeles on the question whetli 
er the shopmen of the Southern PacifL 
Railroad shall strike has been sent to 
union headquarters in San Francisco , 
and Sacramento. Officially the result 
of the ballot was not given out, but 
according to statements made by the , 
men the vote was in favor of a strike 
if the railroad company does not con¬ 
sent to a conference and various con¬ 
cessions.

The executive committee of the Cal¬

Johnson complaining against compul¬ 
sory vaccination at the University. 

State Controller Nye takes excep¬

| BRIDGE COLLAPSES 
AND KILSFIVE MEN 

Structure Under Repair Falls 
into Umpqua River 

Five men were killed almost instant¬ 
ly and four others were seriously in¬ 
jured Thursday when a big wooden 
bridge spanning the Umpqua River, 
in Cole’s Valley, eighteen miles north¬ 
west of Roseburg, collapsed and fell 
to the water, a. distance of about sixty 
feet. 

All of the killed and injured were 
members of the Douglas County bridge 
gang, and were residents of Roseburg 
and vicinity, and had been at work re¬ 
pairing the ill-fated structure for 
about three weeks. 

With the south end of the bridge 
intact, the crew commenced remov¬ 
ing the false work to the opposite 
end of the structure, in order to re¬ 
place a number of defective “I" beams. 
They had only partly completed the 
task, however, when the structure 
quivered, and an instant later crashed 
to the water. 

The entire crew was at work re¬ 
moving the floor planking when the 
collapse came, and none was able to 
escape. 

Gary Brown, who was acting as fore¬ 
man under County Bridge Builder 
Fields, Peter McFarland and Charles 
Gardiner were dead when found, and 
it is believed that they were instantly 
killed. William Accusta was alive 
when removed from the wreckage, but 
expired before he could be carried to 
a near-by farmhouse. William Belieu, 
who sustained a. number of serious 
scalp injuries, lived for about two 
hours.

FROZEN TO DEATH 
ONPIKE’S PEAK 

Woman’s Insistence on Taking

SMALL POSTS ABOLISHED 


Concentration of Army Is Under Con¬ 
sideration. 

Concentration of the Army at large 
stations, strategically situated for mil¬ 
itary purposes, and the abandonment 
of the small posts, is under considera¬ 
tion by the War Department. The 
idea, which requires the sanction of 
Congress, is to construct near cities 
or large towns compact barracks, each 
to hold an entire regiment. Most of 
the commanding officers are to find 
accommodations within the city, ob¬ 
viating the necessity of building ex 
tensive officers’ quarters on the reser¬ 
vation. It is proposed to place the 
greater part of the infantry in the 
Northern States and the cavalry and 
field artillery in the South, where 
forage is cheap and where horses may 
be kept out nearly the entire year. 


Ending the Monetary Commission. 

The House has passed with amend¬ 
ment the Senate bill providing that 
the Monetary Commission shall pass 
out of existence after making a report 
on its work during the three years 
since its creation. The amendments 
require that the report shall be “full 
and comprehensive” and extend the 
life of the Commission from January 
8. 1912, to March 31, 1912.

12-22. As in the case of other aromat¬ 
ic plants, the sources of the aroma are 
not well understood. Aroma usually 
depends upon such minute particles 
of substance that even the delicate re¬ 
actions in the chemical laboratory are 
frequently inadequate to discover 
them. The high prices which are paid, 
for instance, for certain wines are 
based upon their flavor or aroma, and 
yet this flavor or aroma cannot be 
discovered by chemical analysis. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that the 
substances which contain the flavor 
or aroiua of hops have never been as¬ 
certained with certainty. There is a 
theory that they are closely associ¬ 
ated with the soft resins contained in 
the lupulin, or the hop flour, which is 
found between the bracts of the cone 
and which is really the essential part 
of the hop plant. 

As for the color of the hops, various 
preferences prevail, some preferring 
the varieties which are entirely green, 
while others think the yellowish green 
is preferable. In this country the yel¬ 
lowish kinds are usually preferred, 
while in Germany the green ones have 
the call. 

Inasmuch as the brewing value of 
hops depends largely upon the lupulin- 
lc acid and the soft resins and the 
American hops are unusually rich in 
aoft resins, American hop growers 
need have no fear of entering the prize 
competition at Chicago under the rules 
which have been adopted for the jury 
which is to Judge the hops. 


MARK UVAIN’S DOUBLE 


His Photograph Did Valuable Service 
For the Humorvst. 

Mark Twain had many doubles scat¬ 
tered about the world, and about once 
a month he would receive a letter from 
some new double inclosing a photo¬ 
graph, says Archibald Henderson in 
his book "Mark Twain.” To one of 
these doubles Mark Twain wrote:

In fact, 
to be perfectly honest, you look more like 
me than I do myself. I was so much im¬ 
pressed by the resemblance that I have 
had your picture framed and am now 
using it regularly In place of a mirror to 
shave by.

Mr. Henderson tells of the humorist’s 
complaining to him that it was almost 
impossible to make the public forget 
that he was a humorist even when he 
wanted to be serious. 

“It lias been a very difficult matter,” 
declared Mark Twain, "to doff the 
mask of humor with which the pub¬ 
lic is accustomed to see me adorned. 
It is the incorrigible custom of the 
public to see only humor in the humor¬ 
ist, however serious his vein. 

“Not long ago 1 wrote a poem which 
1 never dreamed of giving to the pub¬ 
lic on account of its seriousness, but 
on being invited to address the women 
students of a great university I was 
persuaded by a uear friend to read this 
poem. At the close of the lecture I 
said:
